The sources suid that tho 
Pope had chosen the 11th anni= 
versary of hin) election—Mareh 
2- lo moke the unnouncement, 
At the same time, they sald, he 
will Inaugurate the  grottoea 
brought to Ught bvencath the 
pune Basilica by the excava- 
ions nro! ¥ 
ons. und the Apostle’s 

The Papal announcement will 
confirm the ancient. Catholle 
tradition that St Peter was 
buricd beside Nero’a Circus, 
where he was martyred’ and 
that the Basilica was built over 
his tomb 300 years Inter by 
Emperor Constantine. 

The sources would not say’ 
whether the bones of St Peter 
were found in the Tomb. Ac- 
cording to one source these were 
discovered in a stone caslet 
which now lles in a place of 
honour in the Pope's private 
chapel on the third floor of the 
Vaticnn Palace, 

The Vatican had refused to-.
